WILL IT BE A M08C0Wt 
The Japt MtiH Hurry or Winter Win

WASHraoToif , Oct. 9.— The crisis of 

Ihe ( hina-Japan war is looked for with- 
in the next 10 days or two weeks by 
those most interested aud best iiifiinned 
on tiie contest. Tlie legations of tlie 
two countries are cxpeetins daily to 
hear tliat tlio decisive uattie has bt^eu 
fou^jht. Tliis is based on the fact that 
the Japanese liave been gradually clos- 
ing ill aronud PeKiu, and the invading 
army is compelled by force of circum- 
stances to strike their blow at once or 
not at all. The intense cold wbich 
comes on abont the niddl* of October 
makes this imperatiTe. 

The Japanese oUntate is very mild, 
even in winter, and tlie Japanese troops 
are wholly tuiprcpareil for the rigorous 
climate aboat Pekin, which is dae with- 
in two weeks. The Chinese look upon 
this as one of their defenses, and the 
Japanese fully appreciate that it com 
pels them to concentrate their campaign 
for this year into the next few weeks, 
•ad, if possible, dtj*. For that reason 
Hhitj are expected to make heroic efforts 
to owcide the contest at once. They are 
without til* heavy clothing, camp 
•qotpment», to., for a campaigw in the 
bOtaroold. 

fQREIQN RI8IPINT8 IN CHINA. 

A Jetat rtvtectlon of Them Will Uont Be 

Accompliihed. 

Lo.NuoN, Oct. y.— A dispatch to The 
Standard from Berlin says that the ne- 
gotiations of the powers with the 
United States, with • view to the joint 
protection of their subjects in China, 
are said to be much advanced by the 
Anglo-French agreement on the sub- 
ject, and a general entente maj shortly 
be expected. 

The dispatch ftwtbar sajv that Aus- 
tria has entrusted the protection of her 
sabiects iii China to Germany. 

The Japanese government has in- 
structed Field Marshall Yaniaga to in- 
form the diplomats at b<eoul that he 
will not allow the JapaueKe army tt 
plunder Pekin iu case that city is taken. 

This assurance will proliably induce 
the diplomats to stay in l\^kin even 
should the emperor leave the capital. 
They will, at any rate, attempt to uesO' 
tiate a )>eaee by asking; Jl^Ul tO M 
moderattt lu her demands. 

Tile emperor's palace in Pekin is now 
guarded by Mautchu troops only. 

Tlie Japanese army acl\ am in*,' on 
Pekin is said to have many 'Koreans in 
its ranks. 

The recent sfat«nient that American 
ofticers liad entered the Japanese army 
ha.s been reciilied. It now upiieaia that 
(ieiieral Rusgles of the Ainencan gen- 
eral statf and several utiier Anioricau 
officers were readily permitted by the 
Japanese government to follow the 
oampiUgn, but s olely as speotatois.

PROB ABLY A FAKE. 

nat Detailed Deeeriptloa of the CbJno- 
Japaneee Battle on July 14. 

San Francisco, Oct. 9.— The Ex- 
aminer had a two-column article show- 
ing very couclu.sively that the New 
York Sun's naval duel story of .Satur- 
day morning was a cold blooded fake 
concocted by two tramp newspaper men 
who had been dead-beating it hero for 
six months post and that the alleged 
battle never occurred. A similar story 
was printed Monday morning of 6,000 
words giving graphic details of alleged 
naval fight off Corean coast on July 14 
in which three Chiuetoaud two Jap- 
anese vessels were sank. It comes from 
the same author and there can be no 
doubt that it is a fak*. It i« full of in- 
consistenoies, among them being the 
fact that most of w» vessels alleged to 
have been simk on July I4 participated 
in the Yalu ritar fl|^t on Sept. 18.

Loi isvii,i,r,, Oct. ft.— The 4ad annii il 
convention of the International Typo- 
graphical union opened here at O oO 
o'clock yesterday morning at Odd Fel- 
lows' hall. Mr. W. B. Prescott of In- 
dianapolis, president of tlf Internation- 
al Typographical union, ( ailed the co;;- 
vention to order. Dr. T. «t. Katoii 
opened the convention with prayer. 
Mayor Taylor then delivered an al- 
dress of welceino to the visitors. Colo- 
nel ii. M. Kelly, editor of The Cotii- 
meroial, welcomed the "typos" on be- 
half of the press, and Mr. H. A. Boies, 
president of the local Typographical 
union, on behalf of the losal printers. 

President Prescott, in his annual re- 
port, stated that the membership of t!i o 
organization has increased during tie; 
;:a.-t year by over 1,000. exclusive of 1,0 < 
(jrerman-speaking printers who affiliated 
in oc'^ordance with the agreement ap- 
prove 1 by the plebescitc. Nearly eve- v 
principal city m the country is rej rc- 
sentea by the new charters issued. 
Fiuanoially the union is iu excellent 
shape, the general fund continuing to 
accnniulate. Despite the prevailing 
conditions the receipts have more tha a 
equaled expenditures. Reference is made 
to the failare o< the Indlanapcdis bank, 
in v*hich the funds of the union were 
deposited, and it is figured out that aft- 
er the final dividend has been declared 
the union will sustain a net loss of about 
« 1 2,000. With the idea (ft radodng this 
amount suit has been instituted against 
the directors as individuals. 

The report deals with the pressmen 
imbroglio, with the condition of the 
printers' home at Colorado Springs and 
with the question of shorter hours. On 
the Litter liie report refers to the defeat 
ot the proposition making nine hours a 
day's work, and continues: "It is evi- 
dent that the causes which go to ma!:u 
shorter hours such a necessity at this 
time also serve to impart ho\)e to the op- 
po.sition, and sh')uld warn us that ade- 
quate picpar.:tiou is niorr? ne -es^ary 
than evi'r. In a business uiv.'ie Cie 
IiTotits aio not only monlmate, aiul in 
lii''li the Oust iif iiiuterial and rent are 
such iHjteiit tni tois in the cost of pro- 
ductum, il i.s futile to supiwse that eiu- 
ployei-s will make a change so long as 
there is a seeming opporiaaity for sa<^ 
cessful resistance. 

Therefore, it will be a duty to form- 
ulate some 1)1 an fur submission to the 
membership wliieh contains, as a pre- 
reciuisite to the adoption of a shorter 
Work day, a means for aceumulatiiig a 
large fuiiil lor tlie pur|"ise ol i)rii,^ecaii:ig 
the light. l"he most cur.sory obser^'er 
of recent events in the labor world must 
be convinced that to ovtrlock this most 
essential feature will be a prelude to a 
worse state than the e:cife;tiug one. 
Though the industrial outlook is not un 
encouraging one just now, j-et this is 
the proper time to make preparations. 
Now is the time to buckle on OUT knucr 
ttnd prepare for the fray." 

The first business was the reception 
of the report of the law committee. 
Hie report recommended the adoption 
of various important amendments to 
the law, which have been under cousid 
eration since the last session. On the 
recommendation of President Prescott, 
Article 17 of the ooustitntion was 
stricken out and a new section snbsti 
tuted. It relates altogether to certifi- 
cates of membership and withdrawal 
cards, and provides for withdrawal 
cards for those who quit the business 
and exempts them from the payment of 
does. A member of the uaiott can not 

Ka withdrawal card on tha ground of 
biUty to pay dues or to aoonomize 
expenses. 

Thetmion, by a vote of 76 to 26. re 
fused to extend the terms of the officers 
from one year to two years, as recom 
mended by tha president. It also re- 
fused to change the annual meetings to 
biennial meetings as recommended by 
the president and committee on laws. 

When the question of cbaniring the 
law, making the death benefit f6U in 
stead of |60. as at present, came up, con 
sidei-able discussion resulted.

Nbw York, Oct. 9.— Nine thousnnd 

members of the Operators and Cloak- 
makers' union N(j. i met in aud around 
living hall last night, aud by an al- 
most unaniinous vote, declared a gen* 
eral strike. Joseph Baroudess pre- 
sided. A score of addresses were de- 
livered urging that no time be lost in 
Ic-roing matters to a decisive isiue. 
Discussion was declared to be futile, 
and the uniou must fight to anfbloa its 
demands. 

The executive committaa had declined 

to assume the responsibility of ordenng 
a general strike and submitted thequas- 
tJon to the union to tleeid<< on. 

"We must fight not only for rea.son- 
able wages, but for the- amelioration ot 
our starving wivei-. children and rela- 
tives and fur pniic,i)le and justice," 
said ( me speaker. Another warned hip 
iiuditurs th;it in declaring a general 
stnki; they must assume the risl; o* 
starving for at least six weeks. With 
vociferous yeas they e.\i)rosssd their 
willingnors to incur this risk. 

Thi re W( re hOo Italians present, and 
th« y were addressed by Jo.sepli (iiovanui. 
Tl-.i y expressed their willingness to co- 
operate in a general strike. Three 
women, of whom MO were present, ad- 
dressed the meeting and eiitluisi;i.s,icully 
called on th. ir brothers to. stand together. 

On a show of hands it was decided by 
ueelamation to inaugurate a goner»l 
strike next Tuesday morning. 

Chairman iiuroudoss stated th;;t tia- 
sistance would come to New York from 
the garment workers of Boston, Phila* 
delphia, Chi cago and other cities. 

Ihe object of the striice is to abolish 
the present system of piecework and 
substitute the adoption of a time system. 
A general demand is for flS weakly 
wages and a nine-hours work day. 

PRINTERS STRIKE.

Nkw Yoke, Oct. H.— Conipo.sitor9 em- 
ployed by the New York Tribune, all of 
whom are members of Typograpulcal 
Union No. d, went out on a strike last 
night. 

At The Tribune all inquirers wars 
referred to John E. Milholland. Mr. 
M ilh o lland when aakad for his version 
of tha strike said: "For tha last twa 
years our oomposing room has bean 
operated under the laws of the Inter- 
national Typographical union. Our 
stereotyping and pressroom depart- 
ments, however, are under the laws of 
tha. Kiights of Labor. Today, it ap- 
pears, 'Big Six' passed a resolution per- 
emptorially demanding that we dismiss 
the Knights of Labor men andeni)il'>y 
InternaUonal Typographical union meii 
in these two departments. We were 
notified of the action by the president of 
the union and have refu.sed to dismiss 
the men, as by so doing we would b*» 
placing ouiselv. s ilnecoly in antagos 
to one brunch of organized labor.'

Bohlotfeldt was found dead in bed yes- 
terday morning. It is thought he died 
of heart failare. Ha was one of the 
wealthiest men of the town, and was 
largely interested in manufacturing in- 
terests, beins one of the principal stock- 
holders of the Tell City furniture fao- 
tory. Ha was 70 years of age.

The river Thames la the moat impor- 

tant it is the most beautifnl water 
park in the worl \ It is to London and 
the odjacoiit counties what tlio (Jharlcs 
river should and can by the diligence 
of pnblio spirit bo to Boston and the ad- 
jacent towns. With the hope of stinlng 
this public spirit and ahowlng what the 
EuKlish do with their beautiful river, 
and how tlx y manage it, how they pay 
for its maintenance aa a Water pacil, I 
present what follows: 

The Thames, coimting all its turn- 
ings and twistinga and not measuring 
by n direct line, runa,aomething like 800 
miles from its source to the sea On its 
banks aro 10 counties, including Lon- 
don, having; a jn >iiul;»tion of 8,500,000 
people and a ratable valuation of about 
$800,000,000. It drains, with its tribu- 
taries, an area of more than 6, 000 square 
milea. Unldl it enters the oonntj of 
London it ia distinctly a river of pleas- 
nre. From the western border of the 
county of Lojidoii to tlie pea, a distance of 
sixty odd niiles, it is a liighwuyof com- 
merce. By its aid London has become 
the greatest port in the world. 

It is of the Thames aa a pleaanro 
stream that I propose to write, but it is 
well to understand at tl^ outset that the 
river from start to finish as n water 
park and as a commercial highway is 
mider the control of a single authority 
called "the Thames conservancy." 
For purposes of administration the river 
is technically divided into two parts — 
the upper and the lower. The upper 
portion is practically what I have ai- 
re ady indicated as the water pork or 
ple.'isure section, and with that poftian 
only am I now oouoemed. 

Ono sees the upper Thames at its best 
from the middle of May to the end of 
September. Between those datea tho 

trip down stream, s.-^y from Ozfwd to 
Richmond, a jouniey of 100 miles, is 
one of tho most delightful experiences 
that can come to a lover of outdoor pas- 
tima The best way to seo the stream 
ia to row or pant or paddle down the 
river, stopping overnight at any pleas- 
ant inn yon may come to and making; 
tho j(jurney in ua.sy stores of about 20 
niileH a day. In this way yon seo some 
of tho loveliest portions of the English 
country to the best advantage and un- 
der Ideal oonditiooa. Tiiis jonmey is a 
favorite <me with thousands of people, 
and the facilitiea tor undertaking it in 
comfort are abundant. In fact, tho 
Thames abounds in facilities for out- 
door pleasore. At every few miles there 
are boathouaea and inns, and almost 
aoywliera yon oan put up on the banks 
for a day's pionia Vnm and to and of 
the course, now on ona aida d the 
stream and now on the other, there is a 
towing jiath for tho free use of the puV)- 
lic. Wiierevijr the path shifts from one 
side of the stream to feha other thsra ia 
a feny station. 

Thore an some 40 locks on the 
Thames. At each lock there are keepers 
always on duty, and they reside in pret- 
ty cottafjes on tho bauk.s. Most of tho 
locks are supplied with inclined roller 
ways, (iv( r which small boats oan bo 
easily tukeu if yon prefer not to wait 
for a passage through the look. 

Many of tho Thamcside towns have 
on annual rowing regatta, each of which 
makes for its district the (,'reat fete day 
of the year. The chief of these regattas 
is tliut at Henley, who.se fame is known 
to amateur oarsmen the world over. A 
Thames fete day affords ooeot the moat 
delightful spectacles that oan bo imag- 
ined. The course is literally covered 
with small boats. The bright costumes 
of the occupants give a sprinkling of 
welcome color to the scene. The festiv- 
ity is indeed a water camivaL The 
houseboats, which make an important 
part of the fleet) line the banks and are 
decked with flowers and banting, and 
at uif,'ht every craft is gayly illuminated. 

On till se occasions the old saying that 
"the English take tlieir pleasures sad- 
ly" is again disproved, for a joUier and 
more delightfal festa ia nowhere to be 
foimd in Europe. Beaidesb no matter 
how great the crowd or how high the 
spirits of it, the order of the day is 
perfectly kept. Porlmps the rough ele- 
ment of the community does not care 
for these water sports. Periiaps the up- 
per river is too far from the liaunts of 
the turbaleut, but whatever the cause 
the fact remains that gala days on the 
Thaiii> 's are as notable for good manners 
as for good fun, and no matter how 
hoge the throng (there may be a seem- 
ingly solid mile of small craft packed 
across the river from bank to bank) yet 
the whole business is so well managed 
that when the time comes to clear the 
course for racing the way is easily made 
by the regatta authorities and the offt- 
cers of the Thamsa oooasTTanqr.— Bos- 
ton Herald.

There was a better tone in our tobacco market 
during the present week. Prices were, rierbaps, 
no higher than we quoted them in our last, hut 
the bidding wa« <iuicker, competition greater, 
and we judge, therefore, that there was an 
increa.sed demand. The best ^raiies, choice and 
good leaf, received ilie iiio^t attention, and 
several sales were made at and over 22 cents. 
We can't eiiaaga gnotations on mediums, but 
they were certainly not any lower. The only 

foods which miRht l>e quoted easier are Trashes, 
hough they have proportionately sutlered the 
most in the recent deiiression, there seemed still 
to be some room for a further decline, and this 
is only explainable Ijy a possible large supply of 
this kind ID the New crop. As to this tbe 
opinions may dilTer very largely, but it does 
seem that speculative demand should at least 
keep them where they are. 

We suppose there is now but one opinion as to 
the size of tbe new crop, It will yield largely in 
pounds, but as to owtli^ it Is very dUkrent In 
the various sections. The Old distrtcu, those of 
Mason, Kraoken, Brown, Oveu. etc, ssem to have 
the better of it in this respect, while our Infor- 
mation from the newer sections, the Blue Grass 
country and others, point to a rather lower 
average thau usual In tbe matter of quality. 

As will be seen from the weekly reports, the 
sales of Hiirley in the Louisville market are con- 
siderably lighter, and as large stocks of this kind 
are never carried In that city, at least not to such 
an exteiil as in our market, the latter will have 
to furnish the supply for tbe remainder ol tbe 
season. We take some comfort from this tact, 
because It may stimulate prices In a measure, 
though, of course, our own stocks seem plentiful
